THE BUSINESS IN THE LEGISLATURE. 
During the past week a great deal of 
business was disposed of 
by 
both 
branches of the Legislature; but still 
there is such a vast amount of business 
on hand that there can l>e no adjourn­ 
ment before the first of April, and the 
probability is that it will take place at a 
later time than that. 
Tile biennial session resolution which 
passed last winter has again passed the 
Assembly without amendment, and there 
is no doubt that it will !x> concurred in 
by the StMiate. The Troy amendment to 
hold all elections biennially was killed. 
The prohibition amendment has not 
yet been disposed of. It will draw out 
considerable discussion when it comes 
up for final action; but tile general opin­ 
ion seems to prevail that it will not 
pass. 
The female suffrage amendment will 
receive a good deal of attention on the 
doors of the two bouses, but much of the 
talk will be buncombe, and there is hard­ 
ly any hope that the Legislature will 
vote to submit the question to the peo­ 
ple. 
The railway bills have lieeu put iu tho 
hands of select committees, which have 
been authorized to investigate the matter 
and to ascertain whether or not the rail­ 
ways are payiug the proper amouut of 
taxes. None of the bi Is will be passed 
this session. The telegraph bills will 
also suff er the same fate, and that to es­ 
tablish a uniform rate throughout the 
State of ‘20 cents for a message of ten 
words, has been already killed. 
One of the most difficult questions to 
be settled by the present Legislature is 
the apportionment of the State into Senate 
and Assembly districts. Local jealousies 
will cuter into the question to a consider­ 
able extent which will bring out much 
discussion and consequent delay. It will 
be almost impossible to get a committee 
ou apportionment which will work in 
harmony, and for that reason there will 
l»e much time thrown away over disput 
ed schemes to make new Senate and As­ 
sembly districts. There will be some 
important changes made in some of the 
districts, but as Car as eau lie ascertained 
there will be no change made in Rock 
county.

ABOUT CHOOSING A SENATOR. 
The Chicago Tribune pretends to have 
found a plan by which a successor to 
Senator Carpenter eau be chosen before 
the 4th of March, and thus have the 
State fully represented in the Senate 
when the new Senate will be organized 
and every Republican vote needed. The 
plan proposed by the Tribune is this: 
The law forbids an election before the 
8th of March, but it does not prohibit a 
caucus nomination. 
The choice of a 
candidate by the Republicans of the 
Legislature in caucus is after all the 
main thing. Let them get together and 
nominate their man. Then they can, if 
so inclined, adjourn ft i'm die, and lie call- 
together in extra session twenty-four 
hours afterwards. 
In the interim, the 
Governor can appoint the man designat­ 
ed by the caucus, as it would be a very 
appropriate choice, or he might appoiut 
Senator Cameron, who will be on the 
ground and ready for business to hold 
over until his successor should be form­ 
ally elected, provided lie should not be 
his own successor. Whatever the Gov­ 
ernor should do uuder these circum­ 
stances would not prejudice the result 
in tile Legislature, as the nomination 
would be already completed in thatjbody. 
We can see no possible objection to se­ 
curing full representation of Wisconsin 
in the Senate next week in the manner 
indicated.

course, by resolution or otherwise, rein­ 
state all its business in precisely the con­ 
dition in which it now stands as soon as 
it assembles in extra session. 
It is 
very true that this possibly 
might be done, but if it could be no ben­ 
efit would lie gained.

convene after the storm and agree upon 
a successor to Senator Carpenter, so that

events* but iu respect to many things in 
the line of the general duty of society 
they are as slow to learn as was the 
ancient ruler of Kgypt, w ho resisted a 
number of very convincing arguments 
with which the Lord had entrusted 
Moses. 
It is a significant fact that 
droughts are becoming more frequent 
and exhaustive in New England than 
was formerly the case. 
Not only is 
this true of tThe cultivated portions, but 
it is becoming apparent at the head­ 
waters of some oi our great irrigating 
streams, which have insured fertility to 
the rich bottom lands and intervals 
along their banks, whatever might ha)>- 
pen to the uplands. 
But the streams 
are drying up, and the low condition of 
the Connecticut, which has caused much 
inconvenience and some apprehension 
to the dwellers in the Valley, illustrates 
the tendency for w hich we must assign 
a cause and avert what it threatens, if 
possible. The greed of man and not 
the unkindness of nature must be held 
responsible for all this. The destruc­ 
tion of forests along the headwaters of 
che Connecticut is a sufficient explanac 
lion of the depleted condition of this 
noble stream, and wre cannot hope for 
any permanent relief until Hie real na­ 
ture of the disease is admitted and some 
decided measures are taken to cure it 
In some quarters these fears are 
laughed at and these facts are ridiculed; 
but facts and fears are both genuine. 
By such an extensive denudation of our 
forest lands as is now* being practiced, 
we are seriously disarranging nature’s 
economy and interfering witn tile con­ 
ditions that are essential to her healthy 
processes. 
It is a generally understood 
fact, upon which scientific men have 
now no monopoly, that the increase of 
drought is, in the long nm, iii direct 
ratio to the destruction of the forests 
and general tree supply. Those who 
are frequently the most responsible for 
this excessive denudation understand 
perfectly well the almost inevitable con­ 
sequences. 
Yet they persist, because 
they find immediate profit in invading 
the* ranks of the conservators of na­ 
ture's forces and because there is no 
law more binding than public s p irit- 
weak when founa in the mass—to pre­ 
vent them from stripping the face of 
the earth of its chiel ornaments and 
most useful features. Tree planting is 
a partial remedy for all this, but the 
work should be entered into with more 
system and enthusiasm than now char­ 
acterize it to make it generally effect­ 
ive. This seems to us a fit question for 
legislation. 
The public good demands 
relief from the exhaustive policy that 
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is layin 
should 
our forests low, aud a way 
prescribed by which the fer­ 
tility and equable conditions of develop­ 
ment and growth may be maintained.

Mange iii Swine. 
Mange in the lower animals is of the 
same nature as itch in human beings 
aud iu all cases is due to the irritation 
and ulceration caused by the burrow- 
mgs of minute insects, all of which 
pretty closely resemble each other, 
though they* are known by di fie rent 
names according to the animals they 
may infest. 
The disease is contagious, 
always requiring for its development 
the passage of the mites or their eggs 
from diseased to healthy animals. 
Th is 
transfer may take place by the sound 
animal coming in contact either with 
an ailing one of the same kind, or with 
some object on which the mites or their 
eggs have found a resting place. 
Any 
animal may accidentally bo the carrier 
of contagion from discased to healthy 
subjects—for instance, a dog can carry 
the disease from one hog to another— 
but it is essential for the development 
of the discase that the insect should be 
proper to the animal, so that a mange 
insect of swine cannot produce mange 
in a dog; this can be dont* only by the 
ge insect of another dog. 
In swine 
isease usually shows itself first on 
the thin skin under the arm-pits and 
thighs and on the inside of the fore­ 
legs. 
Small, red blotches or pimples 
appear at first, and these spread as the 
insects multiply and burrow* under the 
skin. 
Tho only way to rid any auimal 
of the mange is to kill the mites that 
cause it and their eggs. 
This can be 
done only by application of the remedy 
to the parts affected. 
It may be well 
to give sulphur and other cooling medi­ 
cines in the food, but tho insect aud its 
eggs must be killed bv local applica­ 
tions. 
The body should first be cover­ 
ed with soft soap and thoroughly wash­ 
ed with warm water and well brushed; 
a good w*ash is made of one part ot 
caustic potash to fifty parts of water; 
or one part of creosote to forty parts of 
water, well mixed; or a decoction of 
tobacco in the ratio of one to twenty- 
five. Carbolic acid, diluted, is also an 
effective wash. 
Several poisonous ap­ 
plications arc also sometimes used in 
severe cases, but w*e do not recoin mend 
such dangerous remedies. 
A day or 
two after the thorough application of 
either of the above washes, the body 
should be again well cleansed either 
with tho same w*ash or with potash lye. 
All the surroundings of the affected 
animals, too, should be thoroughly 
cleansed, such as the sty, rubbing 
places, etc*., at least twice, at intervals 
of a couple of days, so as to kill tho 
mites that might in the interval hatch 
out. 
For this purpose, a covering of 
lime or chloride of lime or a good rub­ 
bing with petroleum 
will generally 
prove effective. 
It w*ould be well, how­ 
ever, not to put any sound hogs into 
the pen of a diseased one for a month 
or two after it hid been disinfected. 
Most of the above will also apply to 
mange in other domesticated animals.

USEFUL AXP SUGGESTIVE. 
—Keep a blank book with a thick 
cover in the kitchen, and copy any bits 
of information that may lie likely to be 
of use sometime.

—It has been found from analysis 
that ten tons of small su^ar beets, 
weighing one and one-third pounds 
each, contained as much solid matter 
as thirteen tons of beets weighing five 
and one-half pounds each. 
—Tomato Soy.—One peck of ripe to­ 
matoes, one quart of vinegar, three and 
a half pounds of sugar, and one ounce 
of whole cloves. 
Put all over the fire 
together, and let them stew slowly until 
the^ beoome a thick mass, very rich and 


—Cottage Pudding.—One Cup of su- 
one tablespoonful butter, two eggs, 
one cup sweet milk, three cups flour, 
half teaspoonful soda, one teaspoonful 
cream-tartar sifted with the flour, a 
pinch of salt. Bake in a buttered mold. 
Eat hot, cut in slices, with a liquid 
sauce. 
—Nice Fried Liver.—Cut into small 
strips, put on a platter, pour over boil­ 
ing water and immediately pour it off. 
Place a firing-pan on the stove with 
some beef dripping in it; dredge the 
liver with cracker dust, season with 
r and salt and put into the pan. 
ver and fry slowly until the pieces 
are well browned. 
A little chopped 
onion cooked with the liver is veiy nice 
for those who like the flavor. 
—A recipe for New England baked 
jeans: Boil the beans (the small pea- 
bean is the best) in plenty of water 
and put them in an earthen pot, with 
cover, and bake slowly for two hours or 
more, in water enough to keep them 
well-moistened. Most people in New 
England add from one to four table­ 
spoonfuls of molasses, according to 
their taste. 
This gives them a rich 
brownish shade, and a better taste.

-»A writer in the Practical Farmer 
gives the results of experience in sav­ 
ing flower seeds. 
No general rule can 
be laid down, each sort requiring spe­ 
cial treatment. 
Pansy seeds must be 
saved while they are quite green, as 
the pods burst as soon as they turn yel­ 
low, throwing the seed several feet. 
Plants of phlox are pulled up when a 
fair amount of the seed is ripe, aud 
spread on large sheets in a warm gar­ 
ret On a small scale handpicking may 
do. 
Petunia and portulaca are treated 
in the same way. except that the por­ 
tulaca plants are cut off, and they 
grow up again for another crop. Verbe­ 
nas must hie handpicked twice a week 
for several weeks. 
—The New York Sun says: “ Heaves 
or broken wind in horses is not readily 
cured, but the distress of the animal 
may bo alleviated by giving proper care 
and attention to his food. Give no 
must? hay, avoiding all kinds contain­ 
ing clover of any species. 
Turn out the 
horse in summer to pasture, and in 
winter feed well-cured cora fodder and 
sound, clean oats or meal upon cut hay, 
or cornstalks well moistened. 
If hav Is 
fed let it be in small quantities, and at 
night only, and then sprinkled with 
water when put in the manger.

avoid driving soon after feeding. Nerve 
tonics are also useful, and the best of 
these is arsenic, given in five grain 
doses daily for a month or more, but 
usually three or four weeks will be suf­ 
ficient.'* 
Fowls In Orchards.—Last fall the 
editor of the Poultry World visited an 
orchard in which fowls were kept, the 
owner of which told him that before the 
fowls were confined in it the trees made 
little or no growth and only a corre­ 
sponding amount of fruit was obtained. 
But what a change was evident now! 
The grass was kept down, the weeds 
killed, and the trees presented an ap­ 
pearance of thrift, which the most en­ 
thusiastic horticnlturist could not but ad­ 
mire and envy. The growth of the 
trees was most vigorous, and the foliage 
most luxuriant; the fruit was abundant, 
of large Bise, and free from worms and 
other imperfections. The excellence 
was accounted for by the proprietor, 
who remarked that the “ hens ate all 
the worms and curculio in (heir reach, 
even to the canker worm." He found 
less trouble with their roosting in trees 
than he expected, and a picket fence 
six feet hign kept them witnin bounds. 
His orchard was divided into three sec­ 
tions, and the fowls were changed from 
one to another as the condition of the 
fowls or the orchard sections seem to 
require.

enough to easily handle him, and the 
others go about their business as un­ 
concerned as though they had been

The storm which raged here Saturday 
afternoon and all of yesterday was the 
worst not only of the season, but of any 
season within the ready recollection of 
the living. Saturday forenoon there was 
a sprinkling of rain, accompanied with 
Hashes of lightning, and by noon the 
rain began to fall as if it was indeed in 
earnest about makiug a Hood. There 
were thuuderiugs and lightnings, and a 
general letting down of all the moisture 
iu the clouds, until the gutters were the 
beds of pretty good sized creeks, while 
every spot of low grouud was the baisin 
for a small pond. Cellars were inundat­ 
ed, and there was water, water, every­ 
where, aud still it rained. Sunday nam ­ 
ing the wind changed, the rain began to 
freeze, aud soon 
changed 
to 
snow 
and then the white Hakes fell, aud tile 
wind with all sorts of prankish whirls set 
it adrift, taking especial pains to beep it 
up on sidewalks and crossings, iu such a 
shape as to give the least possible chance 
for travel and tho greatest 
possible 
chance for shovelling. It was a wild 
storm indeed. For thirty-six hours it 
raged, there being little stop uutil about 
12 o’clock last n lght The storm seemed 
to come from the south as rain, aud pass­ 
ing along uutil it reached the north, it 
got chilled aud came hurrying back emp­ 
tying snow upon us as it rushed south­ 
ward to get warm agaiu.

Some attempt 
at miming working trains is being made 
on the main line this morning, but on 
the Beloit and Monroe branches, noth­ 
ing on wheels attempted to move until 
this afternoon, and then only suow-plows 
About 
thirty-five men 
arc working 
from tile depot here with shovels and 
picks. Orders cam e not to attempt to 
‘buck’’ the snow' with snow-plows, but 
to use laborers. 
On the Chicago & Northwestern road 
there is almost its bad a block. The 
worst part of the road, as in tilt* last 
storm, seems between here and Clinton.

To the Editor. 
J acksonville, FUl, Feb. 15.—We ar 
rived here two weeks ago last Sunday, 
and the weather has been remarkably 
pleasant—some of the time quite hot, but 
for a few days past has been quite cool, 
and yesterday morning there was frost in 
some localities. The citizens here claim 
this has been the coldest winter they 
have ever had. We find that when ever 
we have a change in the weather u p 
north, they are apt to have a correspond­ 
ing change. When we have a cold winter 
north they have what they call a cold 
winter here, especially if they have the 
usual north winds. There is no doubt but 
what Florida is destined to be a great 
orange growing country (in fact it is now) 
their soil and climate being both favora­ 
ble, although the crop in tile northern 
part of the State will occasionally be in­ 
jured by frost as it wa« this year. The 
orange crop was* sufficiently ripe for 
picking before the freeze this year, but 
as the oranges keep better on trees than 
any other place, and a ripe orange will 
hang on the tree for months, those that 
are able to keep their frnit for a later aud 
better market are in the habit of letting 
them remain on the trees. Such parties 
were heavy losers by the frost. 
M rs. Alexander Mitchell has a very 
good grove about three miles from here 
on the opposite side of St. John’s river. 
lier trees are now loaded with oranges, 
although frozen and spoiled. 
The farmers here claim that they eau 
rats.* sweet potatoes and water melons on 
tile new land without any fertilizing, and 
small crops of cotton—from one to four 
hundred pounds i>er acre. In nearly all 
parts of the State there is more or less 
lumber manufactured, aud near the const 
mid on all of the navigable streams tliero 
are large quantities shipped. 
Among the places visited by us since 
we came here the most interesting has 
been St. Augustine on account of it be 
iug the oldest town iu the United States. 
It has managed some time during its 
history to get some gratuities from the 
general government. 
There is a long wall splendidly built by 
the government which lines the whole 
water face of the village, and gives wharf­ 
age for more vessels than will over be re­ 
quired for the commerce of the place. 
At the upper end of tho harbor,’or wharf 
stands the old Spanish fort, the oldest 
fortification in the United States. History 
says the first fort was built in 1565 by 
Don Pedro Melendez De Avilla. The 
fort which now stands here was built in 
IHS I by Don Juan Marquez, the work 
tieing done mostly by Apalacliiau Indians. 
Over the gateway as you enter the fort is 
inscribed the Spanish coat of arms, the 
old

guns 
still 
standing 
on 
the 
parapets, 
the 
gun 
carnages having rotted and fallen down, 
and the gnus lying among the debris. 
Inside the fort are the dungeons, and 
the rings, yet remaining iu the floor, to 
which they chained their prisoner.^ still 
telling their own story of barbarity and 
suffering. The fort, the wall surround­ 
ing it, aud the parapets where their guns 
were mounted, as well os all the oldest 
houses in the city, are made cf concrete 
shell. From the fort you get the best 
general view of the town, with its narrow 
streets, without any sidewalks, for there 
is not any room for any. 
In many of 
the streets carts or wagons cannot pass. 
There 
is one street, called Treasurer 
street, that is only seven feet wide. The 
ancient part of the city is a curious col 
lection of antique houses, the'most of 
them with nice gardens attached, but 
since the advent of the migrating Yan 
kee, there have been several fine hotels 
built with a score or more of boarding 
houses and private residences, which are 
only used during the winter and closed 
in spring,when the Yank follows the rob­ 
ins to the north. 
I have taken some pains not only here 
but in Louisiana and Alabama, to learn 
something of the political situation of the 
South. 
I am fully satisfied that as far
